Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1, lines 17-18 recite, "the reaction element 
generally perpendicular relative to the horizontal axis of the anchoring screw body..." 
Examiner considers the reaction element to be generally perpendicular to the 
longitudinal axis of the anchoring screw body. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Carchidi et al. (US 5,899,940). In Fig. 1, Carchidi clearly anticipates the anchoring 
screw body 12 and the elongated generally cylindrical member 18. The reaction 
element 14 has a flat surface, comprising the distal most surface of the reaction element 
14. The surface portion is generally perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the screw

body and the cylindrical member. The flat surface portion extends approximately twice 
the diameter of the distal end 16e of the elongated generally cylindrical member. 



Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a 
reaction element comprising, "a relatively wide mesh body having a plurality of holes 
formed therethrough and a solid tip portion extending from the body..."
